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Lincoln County man indicted on sex charges 


McKinney resident is fourth member of 
his family accused of abusing children

MCKINNEY — An ongo¬ 
ing investigation into a 
Lincoln County family with 
a history of sexual crimes 
against children has resulted 
in another indictment. 

James Matthew Robinson, 
40, of 7850 Ky. 698 in the 


McKinney community, is 
accused by state police of 
using seven children 

— all related to him 

— in sexual perform¬ 
ances and sexually 
abusing most of those 
same children. 

James is the fourth 
Robinson family 
member to face criminal 
charges for engaging in or

allowing sexual crimes 
against minors. The other 
three have all plead¬ 
ed guilty to sexual 
crimes. 

According to the 
13 charges listed on 
the indictment, 
James abused the 
children between 


January and August 2012. 
The children were living 


with James' brother, 
Timothy Robinson, during 
the time of the abuse, 
Kentucky State Police 
spokesman Trooper Paul 
Blanton said. 

Four of the children were 
under the age of 12, accord¬ 
ing to the indictment. 

Timothy and his wife, 
Rhonda J. Robinson, were 
indicted on incest and other 


sexual charges in October 
and the children were 
removed from the home. 

Blanton said charges were 
brought against James after 
the children who were 
removed by social services 
began explaining what had 
been done to them.

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Schools may 
expand free 
meal program

STANFORD — Every 
Lincoln County student 
from preschool through 
sixth grade could be eating 
breakfast and lunch for free 
next year if the board of 
education approves a plan 
to expand a federal free- 
meals program. 

The district can provide 
the free meals but pay little 
or nothing out of its own 
funds if it takes advantage 
of a federal program called 
the Community Eligibility 
Option, said Ronnie 
Deatherage, chief deputy of 
quality support. 

The district began using 
the program on a trial basis 
at Fort Logan and three ele¬ 
mentary schools 
Waynesburg, Crab Orchard 
and Stanford — this year. 

Deatherage said the pro¬ 
gram has been successful at 
the schools it was imple¬ 
mented in and hasn't cost 
the district any money. 

Because the number of 
students in the district who 
qualify for federal free 
lunches has gone up, the 
district can afford to expand 
the program to the rest of 
the elementary schools and 
the Lloyd McGuffey Sixth- 
Grade Center, Deatherage 
said. 

The CEO program works 
by reimbursing schools for 
the cost of providing free 
meals to "direct certified" 
students, who are low- 
income and already qualify 
for free lunches. The pro¬ 
gram then also pays the dis¬ 
trict an additional 60 per¬ 
cent of that cost. 

But in order to participate 
and receive the extra 
money, each participating 
school must promise to pro¬ 
vide free meals to all of its

Board of Ed poised to raise dropout age to 18

STANFORD — Lincoln County 
is aiming to earn a $10,000 bonus 
for becoming one of the first school 
districts in the state to require school 
attendance by 17- and 18-year-olds. 

The Lincoln County Board of 
Education unanimously voted April 
11 to pass the first reading of a 
revised attendance policy that would 
alter the district drop-out age begin¬ 
ning in August 2015. 

If the revised policy passes a sec¬ 
ond reading, it would require all 


Lincoln County "students between 
the ages of six and 18" to "enroll and 
be in regular attendance" at school. 

The current policy's compulsory 
attendance cutoff at 16 years old 
would remain in place for the next 
two school years. 

The Kentucky General Assembly 
passed legislation this year allowing 
districts to up their drop-out age to 
18. If 55 percent of the state's dis¬ 
tricts — a total of 95 districts — 
adopt an 18-year-old dropout age, 
the remaining districts will be 
required to do so as well within four 
years. 


The Kentucky Board of Education 
approved a resolution April 10 
encouraging local districts to adopt 
the new, higher drop-out age as 
quickly as possible. 

"In the past, students were permit¬ 
ted by state law to drop out of school 
at the age of 16, thus severely 
diminishing their opportunities for 
success in life," the resolution reads, 
"...the Kentucky Board of 
Education urges local boards of edu¬ 
cation to be courageous early 
adopters of a policy to raise the 
compulsory school attendance age 
to 18, effective in the 2015-16 


school year, in order to send a strong 
message that completing high 
school is essential to ensuring that 
every student graduates college- and 
career-ready." 

Coinciding with the resolution, 
KDE Commissioner Terry Holliday 
announced a plan to award $10,000 
to each of the first 57 school dis¬ 
tricts in the state to adopt the new, 
higher drop-out age. 

Lincoln County Superintendent 
Karen Hatter said limits in the new

Lincoln to 
build new 
structure at 
Veterans Park

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County magistrates have 
accepted a bid to build a new 
public-use structure at First 
Southern Veterans Park with 
funding secured years ago by 
former U.S. Rep. Ben 
Chandler. 

Nicholasville-based con¬ 
struction company Day 
Builders won the contract to 
build the 3,800-square-foot 
building near the park's soccer 
and football fields with a bid 
of $249,895. 

After architect Garlan 
Vanhook checked into the rep¬ 
utation of Day Builders owner 
Frankie Day, he made the rec¬ 
ommendation April 23 that 
Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
accept the bid. 

"The people I spoke to all 
said he was very honorable," 
Vanhook told magistrates. "I 
would have no problem pro¬ 
vided that all his insurance and 
bonding certificates come 
back properly." 

Because another bidder, 
Certified Properties, asked to 
withdraw their $249,000 bid 
because of a miscalculation, 
the next-closest bidder was 
about $40,000 more expen¬ 
sive than Day Builders, 
Vanhook said. 

Magistrates voted unani¬ 
mously to accept the bid. 

It will probably take several 
weeks to get the contracts 
signed and paperwork fin¬ 
ished, Vanhook said. Day 
Builders could begin construc¬ 
tion by late May and the facil¬ 
ity could be available for use 
by Labor Day, he added. 

Originally, county officials 
had wanted to use $285,000 in 
funding, which was secured as 
a line-item years ago by 
Chandler, to build a wellness 
center addition onto the 
Lincoln County Senior 
Citizens' Center. But bids for 
that project came back last 
year about $100,000 over 
budget. 

Magistrates rejected those 
bids and sent Vanhook back to 
the drawing board to come up 
with a standalone building for 
Veterans Park that would fit 
within the funding limitations. 

Officials have discussed 
many options for what could 
be done with the new building.

Ubiquity of personal 
cameras changing 
how we handle 
national tragedies 


Two national tragedies 
separated by six years and a 
day — the April 15 bombing 
at the Boston Marathon and 
the April 16, 2007, mass 
shooting at Virginia Tech 
University — also are 
notable in marking how 
technology is reshaping 
some uses of our freedoms 
of press and speech. 

Six years ago, 32 people 
were killed in the Virginia 
Tech rampage by a lone gun¬ 
man. The incident was 
marked by an unprecedented 
call by news organizations 
for cell phone images and 
video from the public. Some 
major newsrooms created 
special “desks” to receive e- 
mails and images from stu¬ 
dents and others on the 
scene, even as regular staff 
scrambled to reach the cam¬ 
pus in Blacksburg, Va. 

As a result, we received in 
near-real time, and for the 
first time in such magnitude, 
photos and video of armed 
police running through the 
campus, of students huddled 
in locked rooms for safety, 
and echoes of the last gun¬ 
shots fired. 

Seven years later, citizen 
camera-phones again came 
into play along with official 
video surveillance and news 
photos and video of the 
Boston bombing. Joining in 
the news reporting process 
was a newer tool - tweeting. 
As a manhunt for the second 
bomber went into day two, 
the combination of networks, 
online news sites and social¬ 
networking offered continu¬ 
ous bursts of text updates, 
photos and live streams on 
police activity from hun¬ 
dreds if not thousands of 
sources. 

Even as broadcast pundits 
provided perspective, tweets 
gave us street-by-street 
updates on the search and 
images from rooftops and 
backyards of black-clad 
SWAT teams stalking the 
remaining suspect. 

Still, it was Virginia Tech- 
plus: More information, 
more images, in more ways. 
What is noteworthy from the 
Boston bombing is how 
some of that information was 
used. 

Local police eventually 
sought help from the online 
community — effectively, 
from the world — in identi¬ 
fying two suspects, later 
identified as the bombers: 
Dzhokhar Tsamaev, age 19, 
and his older brother 
Tamerlan Tsamaev, age 26. 
Some credit that tactic with 
igniting the search effort that 
led police to the two men. 

But even as police were in 
the early stages of scanning 
video and still photos for 
clues to what occurred, what 
now seems more like online 
and in-print vigilantism than 
anything else was gearing 
up. 

The New York Post’s front 
page of April 17 showed a 
photo of two men watching 
the race -— a pair ultimately 
never connected to the inves¬ 
tigation. The image was pub- 
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lished under the screaming 
headline: M BAG MEN: Feds 
seek these two pictured at 
Boston Marathon.” The Post 
later noted that it received 
the photo and others from 
the FBI, and pulled it off-line 
immediately when authori¬ 
ties began to point to others. 

On some social-network¬ 
ing sites there was an inter¬ 
active version of the same 
unwarranted “blame game:” 
On Reddit, users were 
shown faces in marathon 
crowd photos, with added 
markings that created at least 
the suspicion of being sus¬ 
pects, sometimes just 
because those pictured were 
wearing backpacks. The site 
focused attention on a miss¬ 
ing student from Rhode 
Island as possibly being con¬ 
nected to the explosions, an 
erroneous “report” later car¬ 
ried internationally and 
promulgated on other net¬ 
working sites like Buzzfeed. 

By Friday, Reddit’s gener¬ 
al manager Erik Martin said 
he had apologized to the stu¬ 
dent’s family, noting that 
“crowd-sourced investiga¬ 
tion is something that’s real¬ 
ly new and extreme in this 
case,” he said — and also 
promised an internal review 
aimed at preventing such 
mistakes. 

Thankfully, there’s been 
no call for government- 
imposed regulations or even 
the oft-used Congressional 
hearing to spank the offend¬ 
ing news and social network 
outlets. 

Thus far, criticism of the 
Post and online abuses has 
been from journalistic peers. 
For example, USA TODAY 
media columnist Rem 
Rieder slammed Reddit for 
its “shameful witch hunt that 
mindlessly smeared the rep¬ 
utations of people guilty of 
nothing more than attending 
the Boston Marathon.” He 
also noted Reddit’s apology. 

A free press must be free 
to gather and report the 
news without official 
restraints, if only to give the 
public an independent 
account of how well the 
authorities respond to such 
incidents. Such freedom 
occasionally will invite 
excess, error, and experi¬ 
mentation that go wrong. 

What’s important in the 
aftermath is examining what 
worked and what did not, 
and remembering those les¬ 
sons for what -— sadly but 
inevitably — will be the 
next round of newsgather¬ 
ing, reporting and the 
online national conversation 
about a tragic event that 
seizes the nation’s attention.

'Sequester' hurts Lincoln 
students with ed cuts 


It’s a television scene 
familiar to most of us over 
20 years old: 

Wile E. Coyote buys him¬ 
self an ACME catapult and 
assembles it, aiming a huge, 
red rock to land on a black 
”X” where he anticipates the 
elusive Roadrunner will pass 
by. 

As Coyote lies in wait, 
licking his chops, 

Roadrunner blazes down the 
road toward the ”X.” Right 
on cue, Coyote pulls his trig¬ 
ger rope, but nothing hap¬ 
pens. 

After a few more unpro¬ 
ductive yanks on the rope, 
Coyote begins to examine 
his contraption. As he stands 
on the X, staring up at the 
rock, the trigger snaps and 
Coyote is crushed by his 
own trap. 

Our federal government 
could leam quite a few les¬ 
sons from Wile E. Coyote — 
namely, that it should stop 
behaving so much like him. 

Back in 2011, our Wile E. 
Congress set up its own 
booby trap — the ’’Budget 
Control Act.” It was a com¬ 
plex gadget also known as 
the ’’sequester,” and it was 
designed to help catch the 
roadrunner of deficit reduc¬ 
tion. 

Nearly everyone in 
Congress agreed spending 
had to be brought under con¬ 
trol, but no one was willing 
to compromise on a solution, 
so they set up the Budget 
Control Act as a way to force 
themselves to take action. 

If Congress could not 
come to an agreement on 
reasonable budget controls, 
the act was set up to trigger a 
huge ACME bomb of indis¬ 
criminate cuts to things no 
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reasonable person would cut, 
including airport flight safe¬ 
ty; making sure meat is safe 
to eat; and education for 
preschoolers and special- 
needs kids. 

The plan was for all sides 
to unite against these cuts 
and join forces to actually 
catch the roadrunner of 
deficit reduction. 

But we all know what 
actually happened —- the 
deadline approached, reason¬ 
ability was nowhere to be 
seen, and, right on cue, the 
sequester contraption 
launched its painful payload 
directly at the American peo¬ 
ple. 

The elusive, financial 
roadrunner is still out there, 
somewhere, meep-meeping 
its head off at our stupidity. 

And just like Wile E. 
never leams from his mis¬ 
takes, we haven’t changed 
our tunes. We’re no closer to 
finding common ground and 
solving our real problems, 
even as national headlines 
continue to detail the ever¬ 
growing number of ways our 
lives are being impacted neg¬ 
atively by the sequester on a 
daily basis. 

Congress has allowed a 
handful of departments some 
grace in making their cuts 
and made some exceptions 
when public pressure became 
to great. But one of the less 
fortunate departments — 
education — is still being 
forced to make substantial, 


painful cuts that hit home 
here in Lincoln County. 

Federal funding for 
Lincoln’s school district has 
been on the decline for many 
years, but this coming year, 
the sequester cuts are dog¬ 
piling on top of other cuts to 
make things really awful for 
Lincoln County. 

Sequester cuts of 9 percent 
to HeadStart (preschool) and 
special education are helping 
create the need to slash more 
than 22 positions from those 
budgets next school year. 

And even though school 
budgets are already bottom¬ 
ing out, the sequester doesn’t 
stop after one year — school 
funding will be cut year after 
year for the next four years if 
nothing is done. 

The weight of fixing our 
nation’s federal budget prob¬ 
lems should not be falling on 
the shoulders of Lincoln 
County’s 4- and 5-year-olds. 
But that’s what is happening. 

In other states, HeadStart 
programs have had to be cut 
entirely thanks to the 
sequester, and now tens of 
thousands of children are 
going to be preschool-less. 

If sequester cuts persist 
long-term, it’s possible 
Lincoln County could meet 
the same fate. 

The worst thing about this 
is that it is a very fixable 
problem. Congress has 
already fixed some budget 
cut issues created by the 
sequester, most notably last 
week, when legislators 
passed bipartisan legislation 
restoring previously cut air- 
traffic-controller positions. 

Our own congressman, 

Hal Rogers, has pushed for 
changes to the sequester that 
would help the Pentagon 


deal with cuts (Too bad he’s 
not pushing for changes that 
would help Lincoln County 
and his district instead). 

Congress has demonstrat¬ 
ed it can turn off or redirect 
the sequester as it wishes. It 
could eliminate the entire 
malformed abomination in a 
single night if enough sena¬ 
tors and representatives 
would come to their senses. 

Our legislators need to 
hear from us about the nega¬ 
tive effects their sequester 
contraption is having here in 
Lincoln County. They may 
not be fighting for us like 
they should be, but they 
could be persuaded to fight if 
enough of us make noise. 

News analyst Cokie 
Roberts may have explained 
it best a few days ago, when 
she listed off the various 
groups who have successful¬ 
ly lobbied Congress to fix 
their own little comers of the 
sequester. 

’’The loudest voices will 
be heard and will get their 
handing,” she said. 

As parents, educators and 
the many others who care 
about the future of our coun¬ 
ty, we need to make our 
voices among the loudest in 
protesting what’s being done 
to our educational funding. 

Call up Rogers and sena¬ 
tors Mitch McConnell and 
Rand Paul. Tell them to get 
rid of their ACME equip¬ 
ment and quit playing the 
part of Wile E. Coyote or 
else they’ll be out of a job.

Tips for reducing the 
risk of osteoporosis

Osteoporosis, which causes 
bones to become delicate and 
more prone to fracture, is a dis¬ 
ease affecting millions of peo¬ 
ple every day. Osteoporosis 
may occur without an individ¬ 
ual experiencing any symptoms 
of bone mass loss. Often, a per¬ 
son may find out they have the 
disease when they develop a 
fracture or their normal height 
decreases by several inches. 

Many types of people are at 
risk for osteoporosis. Those 
who are slender and have a 
small frame or women with an 
abnormal lack of menstrual 
periods have a possibility of 
developing this disease. Women 
who have experienced 
menopause, including women 
who have had a hysterectomy in 
their early 30s, are at risk as 
well. Other risk factors for 
osteoporosis include an inactive 
lifestyle, a diet lacking in calci¬ 
um, eating disorders such as 
anorexia nervosa or bulimia, 
cigarette smoking and overcon¬ 
sumption of alcohol. 

In order to reduce the risk of 
developing this disease, individ¬ 


uals can make healthy bone 
behavior choices in their eveiy- 
day lives. Some of these choic¬ 
es include: 

•Avoiding smoking 
•Participating in weight-bear¬ 
ing exercise, like walking, jog¬ 
ging, or stair-climbing 

•Receiving regular bone den¬ 
sity tests 

•Taking daily or weekly med¬ 
ications as appropriate 
•Ingesting ample amounts of 
calcium and vitamin D in your 
daily diet (1,000 to 1,2000 mg 
for adult men and women) 

With the intention of predict¬ 
ing a person’s likelihood of frac¬ 
turing in the future, bone densi¬ 
ty tests should be performed in 
order to help detect osteoporosis 
before a fracture occurs. 
Ephraim McDowell Regional 
Medical Center in Danville 
offers bone density tests. To 
decide if a bone density test is 
right for you, please consult 
your health care provider.

students. If a school wants 
to break even by paying for 
all student meals with the 
extra CEO funding, it has to 
have at least 63 percent of 
its students be direct certi¬ 
fied. 

This year, the percentages 
of direct certified students 
at Highland, Hustonville 
and McKinney elementary 
schools were not high 
enough to allow them to 
participate in the CEO pro¬ 
gram for free. 

But for the coming school 
year, direct certified per¬ 
centages have risen high 
enough that the district 
could provide the CEO pro¬ 
gram for free in all elemen¬ 
tary schools and Fort Logan 
High School and Preschool, 
Deatherage said. 

The district could also 
provide free meals for stu¬ 
dents at Lloyd McGuffey, 
though that could cost a 
small amount of money. 

Deatherage estimated it 
could cost the district as 


much as $2,800 per month 
if it includes the sixth-grade 
center in the CEO program, 
but that cost might not even 
show up if direct certified 
students are good about eat¬ 
ing their meals. 

"In the end, I don’t think 
it's going to cost us hardly 
anything," Deatherage said 
Tuesday. "It could cost us 
that much if kids don’t par¬ 
ticipate like we want them 
to." 

The costs the district 
would have to bear in order 
to bring the CEO program 
to the middle school or high 
school are prohibitively 
high, Deatherage said. 

If the board takes action 
to expand the CEO program 
to all elementary schools 
and Lloyd McGuffey, an 
estimated 2,284 students — 
more than half in the dis¬ 
trict — would be eating 
their meals for free next 
year, Deatherage said. 

The next regular meeting 
of the Lincoln County 
Board of Education is 
scheduled for 6:30 p.m. 
May 9.

state law prevent districts 
from implementing a higher 
dropout age policy before 
July 1, so Lincoln County’s 
Board of Education will 
have to wait until at least 
them to pass the second 
reading. 

Hatter said the board may 
need to call a special meet¬ 
ing in early July in order to 
pass the policy before all 57 
$ 10,000 rewards are claimed 
by other districts. 

Both Hatter and Board 
Chairman Jim Kelley said 
Fort Logan High School — 
an alternative high school 
that helps struggling students 
graduate — will play an 
important role in educating 
students who might have 
previously dropped out at 
16. 

Kelley said while the 
move to up Lincoln’s 
dropout age is appropriate 
now, he doesn’t believe it is 
overdue. 

“If this had been a no- 
brainer, looks like we would 
have done it a long time 
ago,” he said. 

Kelley said raising the 
dropout age does create 
potential issues that have to 
be dealt with. One of the 
most "disruptive" problems 
a classroom can face is 
"somebody who doesn’t 
want to be there," he 
explained. 

Without Fort Logan avail¬ 
able as an alternative, stu¬ 
dents who would have rather 
dropped out at 16 might 
"bring peers down with 
them" at the normal high 
school, he said. 

"I probably would not be 
as in favor of this if we did 
not have Fort Logan," 
Kelley said. "With Fort 
Logan in place, I’m 100-per¬ 
cent behind it and I think 
we’ve got all the tools in 
place to handle it." 

Hatter said the district will 
receive more federal and 
state funding if its enroll¬ 
ment goes up after raising 
the dropout age. But the 
total cost of educating the 


additional students will out¬ 
weigh that added income, 
making the policy change a 
probable net expense in the 
long-run. 

“It won’t overcome the 
additional cost,” she said of 
the potential increase in fed¬ 
eral and state funding. 

Kelley said because the 
school district exists for the 
purpose of educating stu¬ 
dents, the additional cost of 
educating more students is 
"not a concern." 

"Our goal should be stu¬ 
dents first and I think that’s 
important to the county and 
to all of us that we go 
through whatever avenues 
we have to," he said. "If it 
costs a few extra dollars, 
we’ll have to find them." 

Hatter said raising the 
dropout age is essentially 
just a way to protect stu¬ 
dents’ futures. 

"If they’re mandated to 
stay in school, that regula¬ 
tion just helps protect them 
from making a decision they 
would later regret," she said. 
"The regulation is just like 
our speed limit. It’s put in 
place to protect us from our¬ 
selves." 

The plan to reward early 
adopters has drawn criticism 
from state House Rep. Jeff 
Hoover, R-Jamestown, who 
wrote a letter to Gov. Steve 
Beshear criticizing the "dis¬ 
turbing" use of public funds 
to "advance this agenda 
while tens of thousands of 
children in Kentucky are 
desperately in need of text¬ 
books." 

But Beshear said at a news 
conference April 15 that the 
bonus for early adopters is 
"money well spent" and 
pointed out the money for 
the program doesn’t come 
from a funding source that 
could be used for textbooks. 

Hatter said she looks for¬ 
ward to the new policy 
changing attitudes about 
school attendance. 

"I’m excited that our board 
is supportive and wants to 
do it for our students," she 
said. "Pretty soon it will be 
the norm that you stay in 
school until you’re 18." 


School board ponders 
options for saving money

STANFORD — As Lincoln County 
school officials continue to tighten their 
financial belts, they are pondering a 
wide variety of different cost-saving 
measures, from implementing a staff 
attendance policy to revamping bus 
routes. 

Board members and school officials 
discussed ways the district might reduce 
its substitute costs by improving atten¬ 
dance among full-time staff members at 
a working board meeting Thursday. 

Superintendent Karen Hatter said the 
district has already come a long way in 
that regard, having cut its annual costs 
for substitute employees from around $2 
million down to less than $1 million. 

"I was astounded when I first became 
interim (superintendent) that ... if you 
didn’t have days to take off, you still 
took off," she said. "I couldn’t believe 
it." 

District Technology Coordinator 
Darren Yaden, who previously served 
as Highland Elementary School 
Principal, said he witnessed the dis¬ 
trict’s old "culture" of skipping work. 

"There was a couple of people I knew 
were going to miss more than the rest. I 
knew who was going to miss," he said. 
"It’s a culture thing." 

Estimates on how much unnecessary 
substitutes cost the district have varied 
and the total numbers haven’t yet been 
broken down to differentiate between 
long-term and short-term subs. 

But Hatter and board members 
seemed largely in agreement that sub¬ 
stitute use could be further reduced. 

Board Chairman Jim Kelley said he 
once heard from an employee that some 
teachers "plan their sick days at the 
beginning of the year." 

"Have you ever heard something 
worse than that?" he asked. 

Kelley said McCreary County School 
District has recently been successful in 
cutting something like $250,000 from 
its substitute budget by allocating a spe¬ 
cific amount for substitutes to each 
school. 

If a school in the McCreary district 
goes over its substitute budget, it’s 
responsible for the extra cost out of its 
own budget, while schools that come in 
under-budget get to keep the leftovers 
for instructional support, Kelley said. 


Board members decided they wanted 
to see more specific and differentiated 
numbers for Lincoln County’s substi¬ 
tute costs before they moved forward 
with any similar plan. 

Hatter suggested the board could set 
up a policy establishing an expected 
level of attendance for district employ¬ 
ees. If an employee’s attendance rate 
fell below the threshold, the board 
could issue a letter of reprimand, she 
offered. 

"I think the best thing is to establish a 
standard and then hold them to it," she 
said. 

Board members seemed generally 
receptive to the idea, with Jackson and 
board member Denny Hogue voicing 
strong support along with Kelley. 
Kelley told Hatter and board members 
the district should "draw up a policy on 
this." 

Board could eliminate 
'emergency' days 

Board members also discussed doing 
away with employees’ "emergency" 
days and replacing them with a funeral 
policy. 

Currently, employees are given three 
emergency days every year, in addition 
to two personal days. Emergency days 
can be used for a wide variety of events, 
including funerals, court appearances 
and natural disasters. 

Hatter told board members providing 
emergency days is not the norm for 
school districts in Kentucky. 

"I was surprised that most districts 
don’t have emergency days," she said. 
"It’s allowed for in (state law), but they 
don’t. They expect their employees to 
use their personal days to cover those 
things." 

Jackson pointed out employees in 
industry and business don’t get emer¬ 
gency days, either. Instead, his business 
provides a funeral policy that gives him 
a set number of paid days off for a death 
in the family, with more days off for the 
death of a spouse or child. 

Hatter agreed a funeral policy would 
be more fair and help eliminate abuse of 
emergency days. 

Board members seemed interested in 
seeing a proposal on elimination of 
emergency days and implementation of 
a funeral policy brought before them at 
a voting meeting. 


Bus route changes 
could save $30,000 

Chief Deputy of Quality Support 
Ronnie Deatherage shared a proposal 
with board members to save as much as 
$30,000 by combining some bus routes 
and having other drivers "bus-pool." 

The district’s actual savings could 
vary significantly depending on vari¬ 
ables like fuel prices, Deatherage cau¬ 
tioned. But even if the reorganization 
only saves half his estimate, Deatherage 
said it was still enough to make it worth¬ 
while. 

Deatherage said if board members 
approve the plan, he hopes whatever 
savings are realized would be kept with¬ 
in the transportation budget to cover 
other costs. 

Board member Tim Jackson the sav¬ 
ings could be used to help pay off newer 
buses the district still owes money on — 
an idea that was well accepted by 
Deatherage and other board members. 

The proposal offered by Deatherage 
would have 11 drivers bus-pool to save 
mileage and eliminate six bus routes by 
merging routes together, among other 
changes. 

Mowing and HVAC savings 
in the works, too 

Board members also discussed what 
to do with a heating-and-cooling main¬ 
tenance position that has opened up in 
the district now that an employee 
retired. 

The consensus seemed to be that the 
district might be able to save some 
money by leaving the position unfilled 
and either subcontracting out any jobs 
that have to be done or using existing 
school maintenance workers. 

Kelley pointed out the district is plan¬ 
ning to bid out its mowing to a third 
party, which would free up some school 
employees who previously had to mow. 
Those employees could perhaps take 
over the work of the unfilled position, 
he said. 

Officials have estimated the plan to 
bid out mowing could save the district 
tens of thousands of dollars. 

Accountant Gail Isaacs told board 
members she has received two bids for 
the mowing contract and expects to 
receive several more. The deadline for 
bids is May 1.

The building could act as a wellness cen¬ 
ter, similar to what was planned for the 
senior citizens center. It could also pro¬ 
vide a gym-like area for the community. 


Vanhook said while the size of the 
building has been limited by funding for 
now, it would be possible to add some¬ 
thing like a gymnasium-sized area later 
on. The building would share parking 
space with the athletic fields, but none of 
the plans call for reducing the amount of 


parking space available, he added. 

"You have the room there," he told 
magistrates. "Eventually, you could do a 
building adjacent to this, with this sort of 
becoming offices and administrative 
areas. ... You could add any kind of 
building that you wished to."

"When we got (Timothy) indict¬ 
ed, that’s when the children were 
removed from the home," Blanton 
said. "We were able to get the chil¬ 
dren into a safe environment ... 
and they felt comfortable actually 
disclosing what had actually hap¬ 
pened." 

James was indicted Friday on 
seven counts of using a minor in a 
sexual performance and six counts 
of first-degree sexual abuse for 
having "sexual contact" with chil¬ 
dren "through the use of forcible 
compulsion." Four of the abuse 
charges involve children under the 
age of 12; the other two charges 
involve children under the age of 
16. 


Blanton said all the children 
involved with the alleged crimes 
have been placed safely "out of 
family reach." 

James is scheduled to be 
arraigned on the charges on May 
10. He is being held in the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail on a 
$100,000 cash bond. 

The Robinson family is well- 
known to law enforcement in the 
area, Blanton said. 

"There have been allegations of 
abuse for some time," he said. "I 
think that any trooper that’s 
worked in Lincoln County has 
investigated either him (James) or 
his brother (Timothy)." 

Timothy pleaded guilty in 
February to incest and use of a 
minor in a sexual performance. 
Timothy’s wife, Rhonda, pleaded 


guilty in April to charges she facil¬ 
itated her husband’s actions. 

Timothy faces a recommended 
sentence of 20 years; Rhonda’s 
recommended sentence is eight 
years. Final sentencing for the pair 
could be delayed while the state 
Department of Correction com¬ 
pletes sex-offender evaluations. 

Blanton said a third brother of 
James and Timothy —- Clarence 
Robinson —- is currently serving 
50 years in federal prison for rape 
charges he was convicted of in 
Lincoln County. 

According to Interior Journal 
archives, Clarence was found 
guilty by a jury in August 2005 of 
repeatedly raping a minor female 
living with him. 

During the years the rapes were 
happening, the girl gave birth to 


three children by Clarence, includ¬ 
ing two before she turned 17, 
according to evidence presented at 
the trial. 

Clarence’s live-in girlfriend, 
Lisa Robinson, was found guilty of 
complicity to the rapes, according 
to archived stories. 

Revelations uncovered during 
the investigation into Clarence 
caused authorities to be suspicious 
of other family members, said 
Stacy Akers, paralegal for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Eddy 
Montgomery. 

In the years after Clarence’s con¬ 
viction, testimony from children 
— all of whom have been removed 
from their homes and placed in 
state custody — led to indictments 
against Timothy and Rhonda, and 
now James, she said. 


“All of these cases follow the 
same lines. You need a chart to 
keep track of it,” Akers said. “It’s a 
pattern of behavior.” 

Akers said more family mem¬ 
bers are still under investigation 
and the state expects "at least one 
more indictment" in the ongoing 
case. 

Blanton confirmed the investi¬ 
gating officer — Det. Rodney 
Wren — isn’t done yet. 

"There’s more coming. It’s not 
the end of the investigation," 
Blanton said. "Detective Wren — 
he’s going to pursue this until 
everyone who had anything to do 
with this is in prison."

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IJ exec, editor inducted into journalism hall of fame

While sitting surrounded 
by some of the great 
Kentucky journalists, their 
supporters and a few budding 
reporters, John Nelson, exec¬ 
utive editor of The Interior 
Journal, was inducted April 
23, along with three others, 
into the Kentucky Journalism 
Hall of Fame. 

Nelson, who began his 
career in the early 1970s, is 
noted for his efforts in push¬ 
ing for open government in 
Kentucky, overseeing the first 
open records audit of the state 
while president of the 
Kentucky Press Association 
in 2004. 

In 2006, Nelson was named 
the most valuable member of 
the Kentucky Press 
Association. During his 
career, Nelson also has been 
an assistant editor at the 
Citizen Voice in Irvine, editor 
and part owner of the Pulaski 
Week in Somerset, and presi¬ 
dent of the Bluegrass chapter 


of the Society of Professional 
Journalists. 

During his acceptance 
speech, Nelson said some¬ 
times being a good journalist 
can be costly. 

“It often will offend 


friends, alienate acquaintanc¬ 
es and anger customers. But 
when it works, you hope it 
makes a difference,” Nelson 
said. 

According to his wife, 
Mary Jane, and daughter, 


Julie Harris, journalism has 
been a family activity, as 
Mary Jane remembers attend¬ 
ing events with Nelson when 
they were dating and Harris 
recalls helping prepare news¬ 
paper pages with hot wax and 


scissors as a young girl, learn¬ 
ing at the feet of her father. 

Harris said Nelson’s pas¬ 
sion for giving people the 
information they deserve to 
know from government is 
what has pushed him for so 
many years in the industry. 

“He never accepts an aver¬ 
age answer from those peo¬ 
ple. He’s always pushing for 
people in government to do 
what’s right,” said Harris. “I 
admire that tenacity. People 
need more of that in journal¬ 
ism than they have today. We 
are too willing to accept the 
answer that we’re given, and 
we are not willing to keep 
pushing for the information 
that we deserve. He does 
that.” 

Besides Harris, who was a 
journalist and now works as a 
graphic designer, there were 
numerous others in the field 
who wrote letters on Nelson’s 
behalf, helping secure his 
induction. 

That, according to Scott 
Schurz, publisher of The 
Interior Journal, is reflective 


of the journalist that Nelson 
is, working as a “tireless First 
Amendment advocate.” 

“That’s a reflection of the 
kind of work we do day in 
and day out and the kind of 
impact we have on our com¬ 
munities,” Schurz said of 
Nelson’s work. 

The community impact is a 
big part of the newspaper, 
Nelson said. 

“A community and its 
newspaper are each both 
plagued and blessed by the 
human condition, by the 
shortcomings and successes 
of their members. Only when 
those are revealed can they be 
overcome or celebrated. 
That’s part of the newspapers’ 
mission,” Nelson said. 

Other Hall of Fame 
inductees included the late 
Ralph W. Gabbard of WKYT- 
TV, Bill Goodman of KET, 
Dan Modlin, of Western 
Kentucky University radio 
and EKU alum Marla 
Ridenour, a pioneer as a 
female sportswriter with the 
Akron Beacon Journal.

Sophomore runner Brian 
Carlson was the lead runner in 
his last two 3200-meter races, 
capturing first place in the event 
at the Boyle County Invitational 
and the Pulaski County All- 
Comers meet. 

Carlson racked up his latest 
win at Danville Friday night, 
covering the 3200 distance in 
10:06.86. The Boyle finish was 
an improvement in time from 
his win at the meet in Somerset, 
almost 21 seconds faster than 
his finish on the Pulaski County 
High track. Carlson won that 
event in 10:27.1. 

Lincoln’s top male runner did¬ 
n’t have to fend for first in his 
win at Pulaski, with 
Southwestern’s Corey Owens 
six seconds back in a time of 
10:33.8. But Travis O’Dell of 
Spencer County nearly nipped 
Carlson at the finish at Boyle, 
crossing in 10:07. The next 
closest runner, Austin Anderson 
of Boyle County, finished in 
10:33.03. 

Additional points were earned 
by Carlson in the 1600-meter 
mns as he finished second in 
both meets. His time at Boyle 
was 4:40.40 and at Pulaski, 
4:39.0. 

Carlson was not the only 
Patriot racking up points in 
track and field this past week. 
Luke Shofner did not claim any 
wins but he picked up points in 
three different events at Pulaski 
and in four events at Boyle. 

Shofner jumped 17-04 in long 
jump at Boyle to place fifth in 


the event and he added sixth- 
place finishes in the 100-meter 
and 200-meter dashes and triple 
jump. His time in the 100 was 
12.02 seconds and he ran the 
200 in 24.38 seconds. In the 
triple jump, he went a distance 
of 35-03. 

At Pulaski, Shofner got his 
high of fifth-place in triple jump 
with 36-05.50. He was seventh 
in long jump with 17-07.50 and 
ninth in the 200 in 24.6 seconds. 

For the Lady Patriot athletes, 


Morgan Gourley and Alex 
Bunch had the high finishes, 
with Gourley taking second in 
the 1600-meter mns at Boyle 
and Pulaski and Bunch claim¬ 
ing the runner-up spot in the 
800-meter run at Pulaski. 

Gourley ran the 1600 in

Breeding season 
reminders 
for beef producers 


As the spring breeding 
season for our herds 
approaches, producers 
need to take a few sim¬ 
ple steps to ensure suc¬ 
cess. By early to mid 
May, beef producers will 
begin the breeding sea¬ 
son with their cattle 
herds. Before doing so, 
their bulls need to have a 
breeding soundness 
evaluation (BSE) by a 
veterinarian to see that 
they are in satisfactory 
condition and still fer¬ 
tile. Most people think 
that is really only some¬ 
thing that needs to be 
done with young bulls, 
but it is something that 
should be done annually. 
Usually 10-20 percent of 
our bulls are not fertile 
or have breeding prob¬ 
lems annually. Those 
odds are high enough 
that you need to check 
your bulls before 
turnout. Also, between 
calving and rebreeding 
is a good time to work 
cattle, giving them the 
necessary vaccinations. 

Although there’s not a 
lot of time left, the cattle 
should be in good body 
condition. So nutrition 
needs to be maintained 
or improved. Another 
factor that can impact 
pregnancy is the pasture 
the cattle graze during 
the breeding season. 
Hopefully, they will be 
turned out on the best 
pasture you have during 
the breeding season. 
Pastures containing 
clover or alfalfa are pre¬ 
ferred along with those 
containing orchardgrass 
or low-endophyte fes¬ 
cue. High endophyte 
fescue can cause lower 
pregnancy rates. Higher 
body temperatures asso¬ 
ciated with grazing high 
endophyte fescue adds 
to the stress on a cow 
and the resulting 
reduced pregnancy rate. 
Over 90 percent of our 
fescue is the high endo¬ 
phyte type. If you have 
over 25 percent of the 
pasture species mix as 
clover or alfalfa, the 


problems of the endo¬ 
phyte on the cattle is 
greatly reduced. 

We also recommend 
producers consider a 
short breeding season 
that allows the cattle to 
be bred before hot 
weather becomes con¬ 
sistent. Higher outdoor 
temperatures will con¬ 
tribute to reduced preg¬ 
nancy rates. We like to 
get the cattle bred before 
the temperatures get 
above 85 degrees F. 

Our research has 
shown that usually by 
the time you get to late 
June it warms up consid¬ 
erably and you see ele¬ 
vated body tempera¬ 
tures. Our recommenda¬ 
tion is that you try to get 
the cattle bred early in 
the breeding season to 
avoid the hot tempera¬ 
tures. Research indicates 
that once the maximum 
average temperature 
reaches 90 degrees, 
there is little breeding 
success. For this reason 
it is probably best to turn 
the bulls into the cow 
herd the first week of 
May. 

To get the most cows 
pregnant, have the cows 
in good condition, 
expose them early to fer¬ 
tile bulls and have them 
in good body condition 
so pregnancy occurs and 
they maintain the preg¬ 
nancy. 

For every extra calf 
you get, it makes a dif¬ 
ference economically. 
We also note that if they 
are bred early in the sea¬ 
son, a larger calf is ready 
to market at weaning 
time. If they are 20 days 
older that’s 40 to 50 
pounds heavier and 
that’s money in the 
bank. 

Hopefully these tips 
will help you have a suc¬ 
cessful beef breeding 
season. If you have 
questions and need more 
assistance contact me at 
the Lincoln County U.K.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Lincoln County, Kentucky, as of 
and for the year ended June 30, 2012, which collectively comprise the County’s basic financial statements, as 
listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Lincoln County Fiscal 
Court Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by 
the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures 
in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Lincoln County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the 
modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective 
financial position of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of Lincoln County, Kentucky, as of June 30, 2012, and the respective 
changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended in conformity 
with the basis of accounting described in Note 1. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise Lincoln County, Kentucky’s basic financial statements. The combining fund financial statement, are 
presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the basic financial statements. The 
combining fund financial statements have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such 
information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements or 
to the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the combining fund financial statements 
are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated December 7, 2012 
on our consideration of Lincoln County, Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests 
of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other 
matters.
